Cut out the Floor Plan, Sides, Front and Rear. Score and bend the Front along 
the dotted lines. Cement the Sides, Front and Rear to the Floor Plan, using 
balsa strips along the outside edges of the Floor Plan as shown in Sketch 1, to 
aid in the glueing. 


The Windows are the ““M” type, which represents glass brick. 

Cut out the Doorway parts and cement.them in place as shown in Sketch 3. 

For the Antenna, using 4, inch balsa, make 8 Sides constructed like the 1 Side 
shown. When you have done that, simply glue 4 Sides together in the manner 
shown in Sketch 2. Join the 4 other Sides in exactly the same manner; and glue 


both sections together. 


Cut out the Antenna Base and glue it to the bottom of the Antenna as illustrated, 
and use 4 pieces of thread to support the Antenna in an upright position, 
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
